Ross  publishes  books 


Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College  instruc- 
tor Gayle  M.  Ross  has  recently  had  a 
group  of  books  published  through  Har- 
per and  Row  Publishers  in  New  York. 

The  three  books,  an  instructor's  man- 
ual, a  testbank,  and  a  student  work- 
book, make  up  the  supplements  pack- 
age for  Management:  Concepts  and  Ap- 
plications, written  by  Leo  C.  Meggin- 
son,  Donald  Mosley  and  Paul  Pietri  of 
the  University  of  South  Alabama  School 
of  Business  and  Management. 

The  books  were  written  over  an  18- 
month  period,  from  1981  to  1982,  and 
were  published  in  February  of  this  year. 
"Having  the  opportunity  to  work  on 
this  project  was  both  a  challenge  and  an 
honor,"  says  Mrs.  Ross.  "The  supple- 
ments with  any  textbook  should  make 
it  easier  for  instructors  to  teach  and 
more  interesting  for  students  to  learn. 
My  classes  at  Co-Lin  served  as  unwit- 
ting guinea  pigs  for  me  on  numerous 
occasions." 

The  book  is  unique  in  that  it  is  the 
first  introductory  text  to  be  written  by 
a  junior  college  instructor  and  also  by  a 
woman. 

Mrs.  Ross  graduated  from  Mississippi 
College  in  1972.  She  then  took  courses 
at  the  University  of  Georgia  before  re- 
turning to  Mississippi  with  her  husband, 
Tom  Ross,  art  instructor  at  Co-Lin,  in 
1975.  She  received  a  Master  of  Busi- 
ness Administration  degree  from  Missis- 
sippi College  in  1982  and  she  has  been 
teaching  introductory  business  and  con- 
sumer finance  courses  at  Co-Lin  for  the 
past  two  years. 

Tom  and  Gayle  have  a  daughter,  Ar- 
wen,  four.  "Tom  and  Arwen  have  put  up 
with  a  lot  because  of  my  writing.  I 
couldn't  have  done  it  without  their  sup- 
port and  the  support  of  the  people 
at  Co-Lin,  especially  Mike  Mclntyre, 
chairperson  of  the  business  division," 
she  said. 

She  is  currently  co-authoring  an  Intro- 
duction to  Business  textbook  to  be  pub- 
lished through  D.  C.  Heath  Publishers 
in  1985.  Other  authors  are  Leon  Meg- 
ginson  of  the  University  of  South  Ala- 
bama and  Lyle  Trueblood  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Tulsa. 

Dr.  Eddie  M.  Smith,  dean  of  instruction 


at  Copiah-Lincoln,  states,  "Mrs.  Ross  is  a 
highly  competent  and  industrious  in- 
structor. To  have  been  selected  to  pre- 
pare an  Instructor's  Resource  Manual 
to  accompany  a  management  textbook 
authored  by  writers  of  such  renown 
and  published  by  a  major  publishing 
company  is  certainly  indicative  of  her 
clout  in  the  educational  circles.  We're 
glad  to  have  people  like  Gayle  Ross 
on  our  faculty  " 

Mike  Mclntyre,  chairperson  of  Co-Lin's 
business  division,  said,  "What  Gayle  Ross 
has  accomplished  over  a  three-year  per- 
iod is  truly  amazing  by  any  standards. 
Prior  to  enrolling  as  a  full-time  business 
student  at  Co-Lin  during  the  1979-80 
session,  Gayle  was  a  secretary  in  Co-Lin's 
vocational-technical  division.

J.  Edgar  Simmons  honored  posthumously 


J.  Edgar  Simmons  Jr.  was  honored 
posthumously  with  induction  to  the  first 
annual  Literary  Hall  of  Fame  on  Copiah- 
Lincoln  Junior  College's  Wesson  cam- 
pus. 

The  ceremonies  were  conducted  dur- 
ing the  annual  Humanities  Banquet, 
honoring  winners  in  Microcosm  compe- 
tition and  the  English  Club,  on  April  11. 

A  native  of  Natchez,  Simmons  was  a 
Copiah-Lincoln  student  from  1939  to 
1941  where  he  was  active  in  campus 
activities,  having  been  named  most 
versatile  and  editor  of  the  Trillium  year- 
book. He  was  graduated  from  Columbia 
University  and  attended  the  University 
of  Paris. 

In  1954  he  married  Kathleen  Floyd,  a 
choreographer  and  ballerina  from  Lon- 
don, England.  They  had  two  sons,  Jo- 
seph Edgar  Simmons  III,  and  Edward 
Floyd  Simmons.  Both  sons  and  their 
wives  were  present  for  the  presentation. 

After  having  worked  for  the  Irish  Press 
in  Dublin,  Ireland,  he  returned  to  the 
United  States  and  taught  English  at 
William  and  Mary.  He  wrote,  taught, 
and  began  creative  writing  programs  at 
various  colleges  and  universities,  includ- 
ing DePauw  and  Southern  Illinois  Uni- 
versities, Mississippi  College,  and  the 
University  of  Texas  at  El  Paso. 

He  worked  at  various  newspapers 
including  the  New  Orleans  Times-Pica- 
yune and  was  managing  editor  of  the 
Natchez  Times. 

Simmons  contributed  to  journals  such 
as  The  Nation,  Harper's  Chicago  Re- 
view, Yale  Review,  and  The  New  York 
Times. 

His  poetry  is  contained  in  74  journals 
and  in  14  anthologies.  His  volumes  of 
poetry  include  Pocahontas  (1957)  and 
Driving  to  Biloxi  (1968),  which  won  the 
Texas  Institute  of  Letters  Poetry  Award 
for  that  year  and  was  a  finalist  in  the 
National  Book  Award. 

He  was  also  the  recipient  of  the  Bell- 
amann  Literary  Award  in  1964  for  his 
poetry. 

Simmons  retired  from  teaching  in 
1969  and  moved  to  Jackson.  At  the  time 
of  his  death,  he  was  writing  poetry 
and  working  on  a  freshman  compo- 
sition textbook. 

Ronald  Haynes  of  New  Hebron,  presi- 


dent of  Copiah-Lincoln's  English  Club, 
presented  the  induction  ceremonies. 

Durr  Walker  Jr.,  chairperson  of  Co- 
Lin's  humanities  division,  introduced  the 
guest  speaker,  J.  Edgar  Simmons  III, 
who  spoke  on  "Being  the  Son  of  a  Poet". 
Simmons  kept  the  audience  spellbound 
with  amusing  stories  about  his  father's 
career. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Mayes  McGehee  of 
Meadville  presented  manuscripts  of  the 
late  Mr.  Simmons  to  the  college  li- 
brary. They  were  accepted  by  Kendall 
Chapman,  librarian,  and  will  be  placed 
in  the  Mississippi  Room  of  the  library. 

The  Literary  Hall  of  Fame  plaque  was 
presented  and  will  hang  in  the  Mississip- 
pi Room. 

Each  year  a  former  student  or  faculty 
member  who  has  distinguished  himself 
or  herself  through  writing  in  his  or  her 
chosen  field  of  study  will  be  selected  by 
a  Literary  Hall  of  Fame  committee  of 
the  English  Club  as  the  recipient  of  the 
award.
